LEGISLATIVE ALERT : 

All students should be aware of legislation pending in Sacramento which 
has a direct impact on your College. Whether you are a California State Scholar- 
ship award recipient or not, the fact that many of your contemporaries do receive, 
aid via this program makes it possible for the Mount to keep its tuition as low 
as possible to the benefit of all. 

Assembly Bill 528 (AB 528) proposes to increase the maximum amount of the 
State Scholarship Award to $3200, and the College Opportunity Grant (COG) maximum 
to $4200. 

Each of you please write (but do not mail yet) an individual letter to 
Governor Brown: One letter each from a lot of people has a greater impact than 
one single letter signed by a large number of people. Urge his approval of and 
signature on AB 528. For a sample letter and the proper mailing address, drop 
by the Office of Development, directly across from the Business Office, Admini- 
stration Building.

3y doing this you will be automatically 
applying for a EECG (Basic Educational Opportunity Grant). 

b. you indicate, under #81 on the FAF, that you want a copy of the FAF 
Report sent to MSMC. 

b. You must file a copy of your parents', and your (if applicable), 1977 
10^0 (Income Tax Return) Form in the Financial Aid Office by April 1. 

Even if there is only a slight possibility that you will be working on campus 
next year it is better to do the paperwork now and avoid the hassles later on. 
Also, you should not automatically assume that you will not be cleared. If you 
do not have as much financial need as others, you will be placed on a waiting 
list, and you will still have a fairly good chance of being placed in a job. 

We realize that there is a lot of paperwork involved. We are asking you to 
keep in mind that on-campus jobs are an integral part of financial aid, and 
that the number of forms to be completed, etc., is determined by federal regu- 
lations.

FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION : 

Results of financial aid questionnaire — again thanks to the 178 students who com- 
pleted this questionnaire. The rate of return was over ^0% and this is an excellent res- 
ponse. The questionnaire was used to test the following hypothesis: "There is no signi- 
ficant difference between the attitudes and activities of Mount St. Mary's College under- 
graduates at the Chalon Campus who receive a financial aid package with no "self-help" 
and Mo-ant St. Mary's College undergraduate students at the Chalon Campus who receive a 
financial aid package which includes "self-help" in the areas of: General Satisfaction 
with College, the College Environment, Notable Experiences and Religion". "Self-help" 
refers to work on campus or loans. 

The results indicate that there is no significant difference in attitudes and 
involvement in college, community and religious activities .between students who are given 
"No Self-Help" packages and students who are given "Self-Help" packages. This is an import- 
ant result to have validated because it can be useful in policy making on types of pack- 
aging and it can also be useful in soliciting additional scholarship funds. The results 
of this study indicate that just because students work more or borrow more, their attitudes 
and level of activity involvement are not necessarily different from those who receive 
all "free money".

The most important thing to keep in mind when deciding whether or not to sell 
your books is its value to you now and in the future .

If you honestly believe that a book will be valuable 
to. you in this way, then you should seriously consider keeping it for your library. A 
big mistake many students make is to use the original price they paid for the books as 
the main criteria in making the decision whether or not to sell their books. The original 
price you paid for your book should become irrelevant to you when you compare the value 
to you now and in the , future to the cash you can receive now for other purchases or savings 
etc. Do not fall into this trap. More than likely you will end up with you library stack- 
ed with useless, non-resourceful materials. Be assured that if you use the criteria of 
value to me now and in the future , your decision to keep or sell your books will be much 
more beneficial to you.

Your student bookstore will be offering the service of the Used Book Company be- 
ginning Monday, May 22 - Friday, May 26. Time: 9am~4pm. Points to think about before 
you make the decision to sell your books: the most important thing to keep in mind when 
deciding whether or not to sell your books is its value to you now and in the future. 
Ask yourself before you make the decision, "Will this book be of value to me in the future 
either as good reference material or as pleasurable reading material?" If you honestly 
believe that a book will be valuable to you in this way, then you should seriously 
consider keeping it for your library. A big mistake many students make is to use the ori- 
ginal price they paid for the books as the main criteria in making the decision whether 
or not to sell their books. The original price you paid for your book should become 
irrelevant to you when you compare the VALUE to you NOW and in the FUTURE to the cash 
you can receive now for other purchases or savings, etc. Do not fall into this trap.

FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION 

IMPORTANT REMINDERS AND INFORMATION 

1. Student Eligibility Reports from BEOG - ALL THREE COPIES - should be sent to the 
Financial Aid Office as soon as they are received. If corrections are to be made 
on them, DO NOT SEND us any copies until the final determination is made. 

2. SUMMER ADDRESS - if you will not be at the address that you submitted on your 
renewal application, be sure to leave a summer address with us. There will be a 
deadline date on each award letter and award letters not signed and returned by 
the deadline will be cancelled and the campus based funds and the MSMC funds will 
be given to other needy students. 

3. AWARD LETTERS - students who had complete financial aid files by the deadline of 
April 1st (April 15th for State Grant recipients) will receive award letters by 
May 31st. Renewal State awards on these letters will be estimated. The balance 
of the renewal award letters will be completed during June and July. AWARDS ARE 
NOT FINAL UNTIL 2nd SEMESTER GPA' s ARE VERIFIED. Students with GPA's below 2.0 
are not eligible for renewal of MSMC or government funds. State Scholarship 
renewals will be announced on July 7th - after that date,- awards will be finalized 
and revised when necessary. 

4. PACKAGING - this year one application made the student eligible for any type of 
funds that are available through MSMC - this includes government funds and college 
funds. The packaging process will be as follows: 

a. 1st Round - all students who met the deadline (March 1st for incoming students 
and April 1st or 15th for renewal students) were packaged first - in NEED order- 
students with the greatest need first, and so on. 

b. 2nd Round - all students who had complete files by May 9th - were included on 
the computer listing of needy students and will be funded in the second round 
with available funds. MANY FUNDS WERE USED UP IN THE FIRST ROUND. 

c. 3rd Round - students who completed their files after May 9th will be funded in 
need order with the funds available. 

This year many students will be awarded a Federally Insured Student Loan as part 
of their package. If this is a new loan, you will receive information on applying 
for it during the summer. The State is taking over this loan program in California 
and we will be receiving new forms. If this is a renewal loan, you can" pick up the 
applications in the Financial Aid Office. Most banks will not accept the applications 
until the middle of June. 

5. REGISTRATION - there will be one less line to stand in for registration. Students 
receiving government funds will not have to come to the financial aid office for 
clearance and the half-sheet. The business office and financial aid office have 
worked together to combine the award letter and the half-sheet. Students having 
loans will have to make an appointment with the Government Reporting Officer to 
sign the promissory notes, but YOU WILL RECEIVE A LETTER DURING THE SUMMER with 
complete information regarding this. 

6. FINAL REQUEST - there are still students who have not submitted renewal paperwork. 
NO CONSIDERATION WILL BE GIVEN FOR ANY CAMPUS BASED GOVERNMENT FUNDS OR MSMC FUNDS 
UNTIL ALL PAPERWORK IS ON FILE.
